How the Doomed Anarchists Received 
the News—The Force of Guards in the 
Jail Doubled—Capt. Black Completely 
Surprised—An Appeal to Be Taken to 
the United States Supreme Court— 
History of a Celebrated Case — The 
Slaughter of Policemen at the Chicago 
Haymarket by Anarchists, 


“oOrrawa, III., September M.—At 9:30 Justice 
Magruder began the announcement of the de- 
cision in the anarchist case. Just before the 
opening of court every one seemed to have a 
feeling that something was goingto happen. 
Before the hour for convening of court, law- 
yers and reporters seemed to have that feeling, 
and conversed with each other in subdued 
tones. Even Barker, the janitor, who has 
waited upon every Justice of the Supreme 
Court that sat upon the bench in Ottawa, tip- 
toed around in opening and dusting the court- 
room, as if he was afraid of breaking the 
deathly stillness that pervaded the entire 
building.

Hou Spies and ‘Mis Companions Received 
the News of Their Doom. 


CnicaGco, September 14.—The first official in 
formation in the anarchist case that reached

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Carlisle-Thoebe Contest—A Slow Ship— 
Crooked Surveys. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCRH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September 14.—An in- 
spection of the evidence in the Carlisle-Thoebe 
contested election case, which is now in the 
hands of the printer, shows that the grounds 
of the contest are of the flimsiest character. 
The only allegations as to fraudulent voting 
cover the cases of but five men, who are 
charged by Thoebe with voting in a precinct 
of Covington in which they did not reside. 
No evidence is introduced against them. 
It is also charged by Thoebe that 


in anumber of instances minor technicalities 
of law were violated by clerks and judges of 
election though the testimony produced in sup- 
port of these charges is vague and indefinite. 
Itisclaimed that at several polling places, 
more policeman than was necessary to keep 
the peace were present, resulting in the intimi- 
dation of voters who would have cast their 
ballots for Thoebe. Policemen are also al- 
leged to have been presentat the counting of 
the ballots. One witness swears that he 
does not think the saloons in a 
certain precinct were closed on election day, 
though he believes it has been customary for 
the Mayor to issue a proclamation closing all 
drinking places on that day. Another witness 
testifies that he was informed that a Democrat 
slapped the face ofa Republican on election 
day. Tothese trivial charges Speaker Car- 
lisle makes ageneral denial, introducing no 
testimony on his ownbehalf. The evident ob- 
ect of the contest is to annoy Mr. Carlisle. 
The Committee on Election will doubtiess 
make short work of Mr. Thoebe.

Fraudulent Surveys. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 14.—John 
Hise, the Surveyor-General of Arizona, in his 
annual report to Land Commissioner Sparks, 
says: ‘‘There is evidence accumulating that 


the survey of a large block of land, about 
eighty miles in width and about 100 miles in 
length, surveyed under the deposit system for 
the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad, has been care- 


lessly done, if not criminally insti- 
gated. It has been notoriously com- 
mented upon by the settlers on 
this tract during the past year 


that the watering places are almost entirely 
on the railroad section. Large cattle compa- 
nies are now the possessors of these lands, in- 
cluding Government lands; and there is mys- 
terious whispering as to the corporators and 
owners of the stock incidental to corporations 
of this magnitude. 

The Surveyor-General expresses the opinion 
that this whole matter should be investigated 
and the remedy applied. The Surveyor-Gen- 
eral is of the opinion that more perjury isnow 
committed under the desert land law than at 
any time in the history of the territory. 


A Slow Ship. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 14.—There 
is some dissatisfaction expressed at the Navy 
Department over the slow progress of the 


United States steamship Thetis toward Alaska. 
The vessel sailed several months ago from 
Portsmouth, Va., and should have reached 
her destination by this date, if she equaled 
the trip of the Bear, which is a slower ves- 
sel. hen last heard from the Thetis was at 
Callao, Peru, and itis extremely doubtful if 
she can reach Alaska, where she isto assist in 
protecting the sealeries, before the winter 
closes in.

Balfour’s Smart Flippancy in the Commons 
—Parnell’s Speech—O’Brien’s Treatment 
in Prison—The Times’ War on the Irish 
Leader—Rumored Cabinet Changes in 
France—foreign News.

The Irishmen failed utterly last night in 
their attempt to get a promise of amelioration 
in the treatment of political prisoners.

He taunted Irish members for desiring better 
treatment than peasants, and declared that he 
saw Do reason why those who incited to crime 
should receive better treatment than crimi- 
nals. All this was spoken with smart filppancy, 
in disagreeable contrast to the insolent lan- 
guage of Mr. Balfour’s usual attitude in the 
House. Parnell’s speech made a deep im- 
pression. He spoke very quietly, but with an 
undertone of passion in his voice. The Times 
says, absurdly, that the House laughed at 
him. Except for one brief interval, one might 
have heard a pin fall when Parnell overbore 
the Opposition in his quietly powerful way. 
The Radicals cheered very warmly when he 
spoke ofthe harm which the revival of vio- 
lence would do the Irish cause. The comment 
made here this morning is that he spoke as 
though he had definite fears of a renewal of 
dynamite outrages. 

O BRIEN’S TREATMENT.

The Debate in the Commons on O’Brien’s

Balfour said he didn’t know what kind of a 
cell it was, but he failed too see that offenses 
of persons arrested under the crimes 
act differed from ordinary offenses. 
He thought all persons should be treated 
alike. This brought upon him some sharp criti- 
cism from Nolan, Dillon, and John Morley, 
the latter declaring that in no foreign country 
were political prisoners treated as harshly as 
they were in Ireland. 

Mr. Labouchere dendunced the police ac- 
count of the Mitchellstown affray as a tissue of 
lies, and demanded an inquiry. The discus- 
sion was closed by Parnell who compared the 
humanity of Buckshot Forster with the cruel- 
ty of the present regime.

A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 

TORONTO, Ontario, September 14.—A ferry- 
boat collision that occurred here last night 
was a hair-breadth escape from one of the 
most awful lake disasters ever heard of. Two 
boats were crowded with passengers. Just 
as the collision happened, many from the 
colliding boats, Sadie and Gertrude, were 


seen to jump into the water from the 
frightened and confused mass of pas- 
sengers. It is feared a dozen or more are 


drowned. Anumber were seen struggling in 
the water, and norescues are reported yet. 
One man,who swam out to a passenger he saw 
struggling in the water, says he could not res- 
cue him. The accident appears to 
have been caused by the ferryboat Queen 
City, which was a short distance behind the 
boat Gertrude and going in the same direc- 
tion, and whistied twice instead of simply fol- 
lowing the Gertrude. The Queen City should 
not have whistied. Her whistling confused 
the Gertrude and the Sadie and caused the 
collision. 
CRIPPLING MANITOBA. 

A special dispatch to the Globe from Ottawa 
says: Persons in the confidence of the 
Deminion Ministers state that if Manitoba 
does notatonce back down from her position 
in regard to the Red River Railway,the Federal 
Government will withhold the payment of the 
next half-year’s subsidy to the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment. Inthat way they hope to cripple 
the Provincial Government financially and 
prevent the carrying out of the contracts for 
the construction and equipment of the railway 
from Winnipeg to the boundary line. 

THE MANITOBA RAILWAY. 
MONTREAL, September 14.—For some time a 
large quantity of rails for the Red River Val- 
ley Railway in Manitoba, against which an in- 
junction has been taken by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment to prevent its construction, have 
been lying onthe wharf here awaiting funds 
to pay tor them. Mr. Larivere, Provincial 
Treasurer of Manitoba, has also been here for 
some days trying to raise money, not only to 
pay for the rails, but also to construct the 
road. He has at last been successful, having 
been loaned $50,000 by the Seminary of St. Sul- 
pice, a Roman Catholic institution, $47,000 of 
which has been paid to the Bank of British 
North America and a quantity of rails, suffi- 
cient to lay fifteen miles of road have been 
shipped.

ing main line mortgage indebtedness an 
for sinking-fund purposes, thus saving 
the company annual cash appropriations 
now required for these sinking- 
funds. Mr. Burns stated that the syndicate 
was notin the interest of any other corpora- 
tion, and thatthe management of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Company would be asfree as ever 
from the domination of any rival or competi- 
tive interest. Mr. Burns called the attention 
of the Board to the fact that 
the earnings of the company for August 
were $2,084,000, the largest earnings of 
any month in the company’s history, and that 
unless something unforeseen. occurred, the 
earnings for September would be greater than 
those for the month of August. 


East-Bound Kates Settled. 


CuIcaGo, September 14.—The war on East- 
ern passenger rates from Chicago is practically 
over. The Niagara Short Line and 
the Chicago & Atlantic have given 
the required notice that after the 
lapse of ten days they will restore 
the former rates. In consideration ot that 
action the other roads have agreed not to 
meet the $15 rate to New York, but these 
roads, under the interstate commerce law, will 


be obliged to continue to offer that rate until 
September 23. The Chicago & Grand Trunk 
has also stopped the round-trip rate of $16.45 
to Philadelphia. All of the other roads will 
sell round-trip tickets to Philadelphia for 324 
and to New York for $28 until next Saturday, 
at which time the agreement for these rates 
expires. The brokers have a large oupply of 
the cut-rate tickets, however, and will prob- 
ably offer them below the regular rates.

TUR STATE CONVENTION OF NEW YORK 
REPUBLICANS AT SARATOGA. 


Senator Hiscock and Warner Miller Patch 
Up a Truce—A Conference Held to Shape 


Usual Eulogy of the “Grand Old Party” 
and Arraignment of the Democratic 
Party—Fred Grant to Be Nominated for 
Secretary of State, 


SARATOGA, N. Y., September M.—Full dele- 
gations to the Republican Convention arrived 
during last night. Consultations respecting 
nominations and organizations continued till 
near midnight.

agreed to urge Seth Low for pro tem.

Mr. Miller acquiesced in this arrangement, 
so voted. Yesterday afternoon Senator 
Hiscock called upon ex-Senator Miller, at his 
rooms at Congress Hall, and a friendly inter 
view occurred. Both expressed a desire for 
the Republican party’s success and pledged 
their best efforts thereto. Later Mr. Miller 
returned Senator Hiscock’s call, and then it 
was arranged that a conference of leading 
men should take place. Messrs. Hiscock, 
Morton, Miller and Burleigh came together 
and were two hours in consultation. 

THE PLATFORM. 
The general purport of the platform was con- 
sidered and the shaping of the State ticket dis- 
cussed, The platform will be temperate but 
aggressive, arraigning the Democratic party

Promptly at noon the 693 delegates met in 
the Casino Rink and the convention was called 
to order, and after prayer the Hon. Seth Low 
assumed the temporary chairmanship and ad- 
dressed the convention.

He said: ‘*The men whom we shall put in 
nomination for the various offices to be filled 
must be men whose character and ability will 
command the confidence of the people. But 
at this time, it seems to me,the platform to 
be adopted bv the convention is of even greater 
importance than the candidates to be placed 
upon it. There are two attitudes which may be 
taken by the party, either of which, as I see 
it, would bring rejoicings to our enemies and 
sorrow to our friends.

LIBERTY LOVERS. 


| MEETING OF THE GERMAN TURNER So- 


CIETIES THIS EVENING. 


Organization to Fight Prohibition — The 
Principle of Personal Rights to Be 
Maintained — Objects of the Proposed 
League—One of the Leaders Talks. 


The first local movement against prohibi- 
tion among those not associated directly with 
the liquor traffic will be inaugurated this even- 
ing at Central Turner Hail, where a meeting 
will be held to organize a Personal Lib- 
erty League. Some days ago the 
POST- DISPATCH announced that such a League 
was projected, and that a determined effort 
was to be made to establish iton a solid foot- 
ing. The meeting has its beginning in the 
German Turner societies, and it will no doubt 
be a subject for thought among those who be- 
lieve prohibition to be a panacen for the ills 
that flesh is heir to, that the first organized 
independent opposition to prohibition should 
come from athletic societies. 
LOCAL SOCIETIES. 
There are five German Turner societies in 
St. Louis: North St. Louis, Twentieth and Sal- 
isbury streets; Social, Sixteenth and Dodier 
streets; Central, Tenth and Market streets; 
South St. Louis, Carroll and Tenth streets, 
and Concordia, Arsenal street and Second 
Carondelet avenue. These societies have a 
large membership‘ which includes some of 
the best athletes in the city. Different 


from other athletic societies, the Turners are 
always actively engaged in carrying out their 
principles of athletic trainings and never let 
the interest lag. These societies have been 
ordered by the Bezirks-Vorort, the central 
body of all the Turner societies in St. Louis, to 
appoint one delegate to attend to-night's 
meeting. Accordingly five delegates will rep- 
resent the entire Turner fraternity. Among 
these delegates will be Mr. Emile Miller of the 
Central Society and Mr. Richard Bartholdt, 
editor of the St. Louis Tribune, of the North 
St. Louis Society. 
WHAT WILL BE DONE. 

The meeting to-night will effect an organiza- 
tion and also sue an appeal to all German 
clubs, societies and unions, asking them to 
co-operate inthe work, and calling another 
meeting, at which the organization will be 
further carried out. The League purposes to 
issue appeals to all the cities in 
the Stute, urging co-operation and 
arousing an interest. The League is a little 
behind inthe West, butis fully organized in 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and other 
Northern States. Some idea of its strength 
may be formed trom tie fact that in Philadel- 
phia there are 300 societies furnishing active 
members. 

THE LEAGUE’S PRINCIPLES. 

Mr. Bartholdt was asked to-day by a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter what the purposes of the 
League are. 

We are organizing,’”’ he said, to enforce 
the right of private citizens to eat and drink 
what they please so long as they do not injure 
their neighbors, and in case they do there are 
laws existing now amply sufficient to punish 
the offenders.’’ 

Is this in the interest of the liquor traffic?’’ 
„Most emphatically not. This is not a 
question of saloon-keepers, brewers or dis- 
tillers. We have nothing to do with their 
personal interests. We are fighting for a 
principle, which is that there are certain 
rights of the individual which cannot be 
taken away at will by the majority, and those 
rights are ernbodied in the constitution. The 
fact is, the veryzexistence of the constitution 
is forthe purpose of guarding the rights of 
the minority. 
‘‘Are you going to make this a German 
movement exclusively?’’ 
No, we don’t think we ought to make it a 
German affair. We want no German know- 
nothingism in its We want it to be a grand 
national movement of ail citizens for the 
preservation of personal liberty, which is now 
so endangered. 
‘ ae why did you call on the Germans 
rst?’’ 
Because we knew thateachone was a lover 
of personal liberty. But we will be giad to get 
the co-operation of every citizen in our un- 
dertaking. These facts cannot be emphasized 
too strongly: First, that this is not a dis- 
tinctive German movement; second, that we 
are fighting for a principle.“

THE LAW AND ITS OFFICERS. 

An act approved March 31, 1887, ‘‘defin- 
‘ing the duties of Circuit and Prosecuting 
„Attorneys and Assistant Circuit and Pros- 
“ecuting Attorneys having jurisdiction of 
„oriminal matters in cities within this 
„State which have populations of over 
100,000 inhabitants, contains the fol- 
lowing provision: 

SECTION 8. It shall be unlawful for any offi-

THE Duke of Marlborough announces in 
a card that he will probably frame some 
of the severest notices of himself that have 
appeared in American papers and hang 
them in his country home in England for 
the benefit of American tourists who may 
call upon him.

He hasan unquestioned right to travel 
wherever his fancy leads him, but he 
should not permit the light-headed title- 
worshippers of society to magnify him into 
a social lion. The contract is too big, and 


cer specified in the first section of this act, to 
contract for, directly or indirectly, or to : 
cept, receive or take any fee, reward, prom- 
ise or undertaking or gift or valuable things 
of any kind whatsoever, except the salary of 
his office prescribed by law, for aiding, advis- 
ing, promoting or procuring any indictment, 
true bill or legal process of any kind whatso- 
ever, against any person or party; or for aid- 
ing, promoting, counseling or procuring, the 
detection, discovery, apprehension, prosecu- 
tion or conviction of any person on any 
charges whatsoever. 

Section 4 of the same act provides that 
any such officer guilty of such conduct 
shall forfeit his office, be deemed guilty of 
bribery, and be punished by confinement 
in the penitentiary not exceeding seven 
years. 

This law plainly makes it unlawful for 
any of the officers referred to to engage 
in the detection or prosecution of crimes 
for any reward other than the salary paid 
him by the State. Even when the work 
is done outside of this State, the act of 
undertaking it in this State, or of leaving 
the State to doit, or of bringing back the 
reward and having itin this State, is as 
plain a violation of the law as if the work 
were all done in Missouri. The object of 
the law is to prevent and punish such de- 
grading and corrupting prostitution of 
the power and authority of the office, and 
the statute was purposely worded so that 
the mere undertaking of the forbidden 
contract and the acceptance of the for- 
bidden reward makea case for our courts, 
although the service paid for may have 
been rendered partly or wholly in another 
State. 

Ir isthe duty ofthe Judges having crim- 
inal jurisdiction to give this new statute 
in charge to the Grand-jury. There was 
supposed to be no need for such a statute, 
until the conversion of the office into a 
railroad attorney office and a railroad de- 
tective office became a public scandal. If 
both Circuit-Attorneys and Judges on the 
bench wink’at open and defiant violations 
of this statute by Assistant Circuit-Attor- 
neys, they should blush with shame every 
time they presume to prosecute or sen- 
tence other offenders.

THE DOOMED ANARCHIS8TS. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has af- 
firmed the decision of the lower court in 
the case of the anarchists. This means 
that the condemned men will be hanged 
unless the Governor of IIlinois pardons 
them, or the case is transferred to the 
United States Supreme Court on some 
constitutional point. There is not the 
remotest probability, however, that the 
execution of the sentence of the trial court 
will encounter interference from either of 
these sources, 

The offense committed by these crim- 
inals was of the most aggravated nature. 
It partook both of the nature of ordinary 
murder and organized conspiracy against 
law, order, government, and society. 
The evidence was conclusive, and there is 
a universal conviction that the sentence 
accorded with the law and the evidence. 

The criminals had the benefit of a fair 
trial, an able defense and an appeal to a 
higher court. All lawful resources have 
been exhausted in their behalf and they 
cannot raise a just complaint against ths 
legal procedure which has brought them 
so near to the gallows. In the execu- 
tion of these men, government and social 
order will strike a necessary blow in self- 
defense, while the law will be vindicated 
without outraging the defenses and safe- 
guards that hedge in the life and liberty 
of all accused men who are placed on 
trial under our judicial system. 

Their wholesale massacre of policemen 
was not the result of a sudden and acci- 
dental conflict, but the premeditated 
effort of a conspiracy to overawe the 
authorities and inaugurate a reign of 
terror in a great city. A merciful policy 
would pardon much to the overwrought 
feelings of excited zealots, but for the 
sake of free speech and free elections, as 
wellas for the protection of the citizen, 
we must draw the line against the policy 
of premeditated terrorism, and make an 
example of wholesale murder.

Haste to Get Rich. 


From the New York WORLD. 

A good many years ago Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son wrote: ‘‘I hate this shallow Americanism 
which hopes to get rich by credit, to get 
knowledge by raps on midnight tables, to 
learn the economy of the mind by phrenology, 
or skill without study, or mastery without ap- 
prentioeship. or the sale of goods through pre- 
tending that they sell, or power through mak- 
ing believe that you are powerful, or through 
a packed jury or caucus, bribery and ‘repeat- 
ing’ votes, or wealth by fraud.’’ 

The tendencies of American life to which the 
Sage ot Concord referred in the above words 
have, unfortunately, not decreased in force 
since he wrote his famous essay on ‘‘Suc- 
cess.’’ The haste displayed by men to 
gain wealth and power in these days is as un- 
healthy and disastrous as it was a generation 
back. Within the past few weeks one youth- 
ful financier has come to grief by his efforts 
to get rich by credit.’’ A young man of 19 
in Saco, Me., has disappeared after stealing a 
vast amount of money. On all sides we see 
men of immature years struggling by devices 
of dishonest character to win what they 
wrongfully call ‘‘success.’’ The longing for 
sudden wealth, the craving for power in any 
form, the desire of young men to achieve 
notoriety before they are old enough to stand 
the strain of great temptations,are all having a 
blighting influence on our civilization. 

As Emerson pointed out long ago, the com- 
munity has made a radical mistake in its defi- 
nition of the word ‘‘success.’’ 


The Dreary Kuitted Shawl. 
From the London Truth. 

I wonder if Venus herself could have looked 
wellinaknitted shawl. I will not say ‘‘re- 
spectable,’’ because I am not absolutely cer- 
tain that Venus was a very correct person, 
and it must be admitted that about some of 
the varieties of the knitted shawl there is 
aquite harrowing respectability. But Ido 
not think that there are more than a hundred 
women in England who couid look like gen- 
tlewomen in one of those wide-meshed hor- 
rors of cardinal red, pale blue, or—worse than 
all—white with a mauve border. The cloud- 
fine Shetland ones are often quite beautiful of 
texture, and are becoming enough when not 
put on with one corner straying sideways 
down the back; and there are some finely 
knitted Irish shawls that closely emulate the 
Shetland, butthe ordinary ‘‘wrap,’’ as seen 
in its dreadful thousands at our seaside 
places, is as bideous as it is probably comfort- 
abie.

In fact, the 
great majority of these knitted shawls seem as 
though they had had the mange very badly, 
and were just onthe verge of having some 
other disease equally disfiguring.

The Jury System. 


From the Boston Herala. 

Gov.Chamberlain’s remarks on the jury sys- 
tem before the Social Sciente Association are 
in close accord with the opinions of the great 
majority of well-informed lawyers. There are 
certain civil suits in which, in order to clearly 
comprehend the questions at issue, it is neces- 
sary for a jury to poesess an acquaintance with 
somewhat intricate customs of trade and of 
technical methods of manufacture. It is 
absurd to look for an intelligent verdict from 
an average jury when cases of this kind come 
up for consideration, for, to all intents and 
purposes, the examination of witnesses and 
the arguments of counsel might just as well be 
madein Greek. But in the trial of alleged 
offenders against the criminal law, in spite of 
numerous miscarriages of justice, nothing has 
yet been devised which is in all respects 
as satisfactory asthe jury system. As Gov. 
Chamberlain says, if the people are not to be 
depended upon to give an honest verdict,then 
they are not to be depended upon to support 
an honest government, and the same blow 
that overthrew the supports of the jury sys- 
tem might, in time, and with consistency, be 
directed against the foundations of our repub- 
lican institutions.

The New Bulgarian Ruler a Dude—A Royal 
Wardrobe Sold—Queen Victoria’s Move- 
ments—Prince Bismarck as a Timber 
Merchant and Distiller—The „Passion 
Play’’—Marie Antoinette’s Pearl Neck- 
lace—Costly Litigation—Irish Bights. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, September 16.—I hear from Vienna 
that nobody there knows what to think of the 
state of things in Bulgaria, They are all very 
anxious for Ferdinand, Who is half Coburg 
and half Orleans, and is pushed on by bis 
mother. He is very ambitious, and by no 
means stupid, though he is very affected and 
ridiculous, and his physical courage is a mat- 
ter of doubt. He dresses in laces and brace- 
lets, wears pink surah night-gowns, and pow- 
ders his face to protect his complexion from 
the sun. It is believed that all the difficulties 
about the formation of a Ministry have 
arisen from the antipathy which his 
personality inspires, after the manly and 
handsome presence of Prince Alexander. 

The Buigarians must be far and away the 

bravest people in the world if they have earned 

a quarter of the decorations which have been 

distributed among their army of late years in 

such lavish profusion. No fewer than 64,000 

silver medals were dispatched to Sofia from 

Vienna a few months ago, and within the last 

fortnight an additional order for 80,000 has 

been received, which the Austrian mint is now 
engaged in manufacturing. The foundry near 

Buda-Pesth has also delivered 30,000 bronze 

medals at Sofia. The Bulgarian troops are as 

liberally rewarded as were the officers and 
soldiers who took part in Lord Wolseley’s 

burlesque Egyptian campaign of 1882. 

A ROYAL WARDROBE SOLD. 

The wardrobe of the late King of Bavaria has 

been sold at Munich and the proceeds are to 

be applied toward the payment of his debts. 

The St. James's Gazette alludes to this transac- 

tion as following the precedent set in En-

Prince Bismarck possesses some of the 
largest and finest forests in Northern Ger- 
many, and with the exception of Prince 
Furstenburg, who is Lord of Schwarzwald, he 
is probably the largest timber merchant in the 
Empire. Prince Bismarck also owns some 
very extensive distilleries, his annual output 
being about 550,000 gallons of spirits. 
THE ‘‘PASSION PLAY.’’ 
The ‘‘Passion Play’’ at Ober-Ammergau will 
not be performed again till 1890, bit during 
the last month the villagers have been giving 
a series of dramatic representations in their 
theater of Muller's drama, Emperor Otto, 
the Great, and His House, in which the role 
of the Emperor was taken by the wood-carver, 
Mayer, who takes the part of Christ in the 
Passion Play.’’ The costumes and scenery, 
all of which were much admired bythe Prince 
Regent of Bavaria, who recently drove over 
from bis hunting lodge in the vicinity and was 
present at the performance, were made and 
painted in the village. 
MARIE ANTOINETTE’S NECKLACE. 
Marie Antoinette’s famous necklace of 
pearls, which went round her neck in sixteen 
strings, is now for sale atthe shop of one of 
the principal jewelers in Berlin. 
SALE OF FAMOUS SHORT-HORNS. 
The late Mr. Staniforth’s herd of short- 
horns was sold at Storrs on Thursday last, 
and excellent prices were obtained, the average 
for thirty-seven head being £78 10s apiece. 
Several of the best lots were bought by Jacob 
Wilson, but it was not known for whom he 
was bidding. There was also a commissioner 
bidding for the Queen, but none of the animals 
went to Windsor, asthe limit was passed in 
every case. Only one lot was purchased to go 
abroad. Sanders Spencer’s choice herd of 
short-horns is to be sold next Wednesday at 
Holywell, Manor Hunts, and a selection from 
his famous breed of white pigs will also be 
offered. 
SOLD TO THE AUSTRIAN EMPEROR. 
The noted hackney stallion Buckrose has 
been soldtothe Emperorof Austria, and he 
will jointhe imperial stud. This horse has 
taken prizes at several of the principal shows 
of the year. 
COSTLY LITIGATION, 
Cheap law seems as far off as ever. By their 
statement of affairs, two bankrupts last week 
attributed their failuresto successful litiga- 
tion. One of them,a builder, was sued for 
damages by a tenant in respect of alleged bad 
drainage and was mulcted in the sum of 
£2,400, but he appealed, and the verdict was 
set aside by both the Divisional Court and the 
Court of Appeals, yet his costs came to £38,000. 
The other case was similar, except that the 
bankrupt was dragged up to the House of 
Lords, where he finally won his case. His 
victory cost bim £5,000 and drove him into 
bankruptcy.

Take the first supposition. The stranger to 
the story cannot fail to be impressed by the 
striking realism of the scene. But will he 
grasp its meaning? Yes and no. The broad 
lines are unmistakable and he will under- 
stand at once that there is a trial in which 
almost every passion of the human breast is 
involved. Ihe rugged face of Pilate, with cor- 
rugated brow and questioning gesture, telis 
plainly of authority and judgment. The 
eager gaze of the men to his right left, in- 
dicating simply interested interrogation and 
investigation, are undoubtedly the faces of 
judges only who have no personal interest in 
the scene and no passions to gratify. 
But there is a shift in thescene. There 
can be no question of the attitude of the high 
priest conscious of his standing and influence. 
and assured of his hearing and power to get 
what he wants, and yet his eager desire and 
personal motive are manifest. Can there be

any hesitation in recognizing the attitude of 
the blue-robed Pharisee with hand on bis 
thigh, seated on the bench? Arrogance, selt- 
satisfaction,assurance and pride of purse and 
place are yoiced from every line of face and 
figure, and yet with his contempt is mingled 


an eXpression of surprised wonder and 
curiosity, perhaps ashadow of doubt atthe 
audacity of theman on trial. Even this touch 
gives a fuller meaning to the scene. 

Is it possible to mistake the malignity 
of the three faces behind Christ, or the 
spiteful, jeering, eager hate which is limned 
in every feature? The blind, impetuous ex- 
citement of the young man with uplifted arms 
and open mouth crying, ‘‘Crucify him,’’ is 
plain. The eager curiosity, mingled with de- 
sire to take part in the expected feast of cru- 
elty, is in every line of the brutal, unintelligent 
face and the body of the man to his right. On 
the other side of the canvas aretwo old men 
gloating in whispers overthe details of the 
event and glancing surreptitiously at the sub- 
ect of their conversation. The calm 
ndifference, assurance and contempt 
of the man standing against the 
wall, needs no explanation, nor 
does that of the curious onlooker at the oppo- 
site side, nor indeed the motive and feelings 
ot any principal figure inthe painting. They 
tellthe story graphically and the spectator 
knows what they mean. 

But there comes a point at which his cer- 
tainty stops. Whose isthe figure in the cen - 
ter and of what crime is he accused? That he 
is innocent of crime, that he is conscious 
scious rectitude, that he is fearless, that he 18 
suffering, he knows atonce. But what else is 
he? There is something which baffles and puz- 
zies him.

White arms, they never grow weary,’’ 
seems to have been the motto of the exhibitors 
at this year’s Exposition. You have this im- 
pressed on your plastic mentality at every 
turn in the naves. Never before had lovely 
woman such a place in an Exposition as she 


has this year. From the art gal- 
lery, where she breathes only from

He is recognized at the depart- 
ment ut Washington as its ablest expert on 
r. the truth of the matter 1s,“ bluntly 
id the inepector, that the * has never 
‘et been furnished with such villainous to- 
acco as we are getting now. It comes from a 
factory in Richmond, Va.. under a contract 
Zor 100,000 pounds at about cents a pound. 
Wo cannot reject it here at the yard, because 
they bave taken the power out of our hands at 
Washington. Our only business now ts to see 
that the tobacco r nt agi 9 
ct is equal to the contr um - 
~ nye us by the Bureau at Washington§ 
While this stuff is abominable, it is as good as 
the sample. But the sample is far below the 
navy standard, and never should have been 
adopted. This navy standard was formerly 
urchased at about 40 cents a pound, under a 
-cent revenue tax. Now the revenue tax 
being only s cents, the same grade would be 32 
centaa pound, Ihat is the quality which the 
sailors have been accustomed to for years, 
and, as they pay for it out of thelrown pock- 
ets, they claim that the Bureau should allow 
them to use what they like. If it was in my 
power I would certainly condemn every pound 
of it on the simple ground that it is below the 


Old standard.’ 
Thé sailors told the reporter that this new 


port of Ihtureau economy might turn out dis- 
astrousiy for the department. The tars have 
about agreed ona boycott. They will not use 
this inferior tobacco while in port, where they 
Can supply themeelves elsewhere or during a 
voyage ifthey can purchase outside. In this 
way the tobacco which cannot be condemned 
by the inspector is being condemned by the 
gailors themselves, Large quantities of it are 
likely to be left onthe department’s hands. 
The contracté ior tobacco, it seems, are en- 


tirely controlled by the Naval Bureau of Pro- 
vision and Clothing at Washington. Secretary 
Whitney, on bis return, will be asked to in- 
vestigate the last purchase by Paymaster- 
General Fulton.

THE DETROIT PRESIDENT WANTS TO SELL 
FIVE MEN FOR $50,000, 


Which Figure Managing-Director Watrous 
Thinks a Trifle High—The Mets Will Be 
Strengthened Nevertheless—Jockey Mc- 
Laughlin’s Woes—How the Bookmakers 
Make Money—Points on the Big Base 
Ball Scheme—Teemer Asked for His 
Backer—Sporting News and Notes—Dia- 
mond Gossip. 


During hisyisit to the East, Secretary George 
Munson gathered considerable gossip on 
some of the base ball topics of the 
day recently discussed with some vigor 
by the Eastern press. While in New 
York he saw Managing Director Watrous 
of the Metropolitan team and had a talk 
with him upon the reported improvements 
which are contemplated for the Staten Island 
base ball attraction for next year. Now that 
the Metropolitans, who are arather poor card 
at home, will have, with the othor clubs in 
the Association, the advantages accruing 
from the adoption of the percentage system, 
the local public in New York look forward to 
some vast improvement in the team. The 
alleged deal between the management of the 
Mets and the management of the Detroits, by 
which it was said the great Detroit team would 


be transferred bodily to New York, still hangs 


fire. Mr. Watrous told Mr. Munson that he 
would so strengthen the team next year as to 
make the race in the Association rather lively 
for the Browns, but did not indicate that the 
Detroits were the source from which he in- 
tended drawing hisnew power. Another ob- 


stacle in the way of the consummation of such 
agigantic schemeis the price set upon his 
club and players by President Stearns of De- 
troit. Stearns saysthat heis willing to part 


with five of his best players for the moderate 


sum of $10,000 each, or an aggregate of $50,000, 
a small fortune. Of course this is regarded as 


a somewhat extravagant oer, and would 
never be seriously entertained by Managing 
Director Watrous, or any other kind of a dt 
rector. Stearns did not indicate the particular 
men Included in his kind proposition, but it is 
understood that if the Detroite were deprived 


of their services the team would be crippled. 


From the manner in which Mr. Watrous 
spoke Secretary Munson inferred that if the 
Detroit players were not purchased a sum 
nearly as large as that demanded by President 
Stearns would be expended by the munage- 
ment of the Metropolitans. This will throwa 
few good men ou the market, who will doubt- 
less be picked up by the Atbletics and the 
Clevelands. 

The very latest impression among the base- 
ball manugers in the East is that there will be 
no alarming change next vear in the make-up 
ofthe League and the American Association. 
Cleveland, the weakest city in the latter organ- 
ization, is doing quite well and contemplates 
strengthening its team for next season’s cam-— 
paign and spending considerable money. In- 
dianapolis, the doubtful city of the League, 
expresses its determination tu stay, and no 
doubt will. The adoption of the percentage 
system by the Association has practically set 
atrestthe thousand and one rumors of im- 
pending changes published and republished by 
sensationalists, and bas shut off, too, any pos- 
gibility of a change being made by certain 


clubs in that body to the National League. 


In fact matters have quieted down consider- 
ably, and even should one of the League clubs 
decide to make a change and come over to the 
younger association the latter would find it 
rather difficult, if not altogether impossible, 


to make the necessary room. Mr. Munson 
guys that from the present outlook another 


yone will have to be worried through exactly 
n the same manner as last.

His Figures Are Arranged So That He Can- 
not Lose,

The bookmaker not only sets the market, 
but sas in effect to the public, It you bet 
with me at all, you must bet my prices. You 
shall have no say-so in the matter.“ Plainly 


the public must bet his prices or not bet at 


all. The case admits of no argument, while 


the scramble cOntinues,and up goes the money 
regardiess of the chances aguinst a return of 
the investment. To lay6to4on aldtoa?7 at 


hazard would be fair main and chance com- 
pases to the odds which backers often eagerly 
et on horses about which the only thing that 


is certain is that they are really bad, and have 
an unknown quantity to beat. Asa sample of 
the bookmaking art, take the following case, 
which is in no sense extravagantly hypothett- 
cal: The names of six horses appear on the 
telegraph board—A, B, C., D, E, F—and the

The Famous Jockey’s Trouble and His Sepa- 
ration From His Wife.

Mrs. McLaughlin, however, is authority for 
the statement that about two years ayo her 
husband met at Long Branch a woman who 
has been the cause of all his domestic trouble. 
She was the wife of an employe of the Post- 
office in this city, but has been separated from 
her husband forovera year. She was a dress- 
maker and frequented the races. Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin was told of nher husband’s acquaint- 
ance with this woman by a friend in the sum- 
mer of 1885, but when she spoke to her hus- 
band about it he positively denied that there 
was anytruth in the story. These denials, 
however, did not convince her, because she 
saw them together at Long Branch, and had 
such evidence asshe could not ignore. Her 
husband frequently remained away from her 
nights, and when she asked him what he was 
doing he told her that he was playing cards 
with the boys. 

The woman has had the audacity to send to 
McLauvhliin’s house for him. Mrs. McLaugh- 
lin says she would have left her husband a 

ear and a half ago, but she was restrained 
rom doing so by her affection for her chil- 
dren. When two of her children died last 
spring, she determined to leave her husband 
and told himso. A few days ago they went 
together t» Lawyer Kuntzman of this city and 
the separation papers were prepared and exe- 
cuted. She refused to take a mortgage on the 
house for $15,000, as she had the children to 
take care of, aud he gave her the money. The 
house and furniture he retains himseif,and she 
will stay there and take care of them until the 
Couey Island races are over. 

When seen last night at ner residence by a 
WORLD reporter, Mrs. McLaughlin admitted 
that she was about to separate from her hus- 
band, with whom she said she was on very 
friendly terms. They bad hoped that the mat- 
ter would rewain a secret between themselves. 
As to the statement that her husband had fre- 
quently abused her, she said it was an out- 
rageous falsehood, as he had never refused to 

rant her slightest wish. In conclusion, Mrs. 
McLaughlin said that the separation had been 
brought about solely by herself, although 
against her husband's wishes. 

Mr. McLaughiin could not be seen last 
night, being out of the city. 


Keenan and Teemer. 


Boston, Mass., September 14. — James 
Keenan, the gentleman who backed Teemer, 
the oarsman,in his recent race with Hanlan, 
has returned from Toronto. He says that he 


has now severed all connection with the oars- 
man, and that so long as he persists in his 
present course he will have nothing whatever 
to do with him, refusing to back him against 
Gaudaur.
